Report of Board of Education. 


To THE CITIZENS OF SEABROOK WE RESPECTFULLY SUBMIT THIS 
REPORT : | 

Length of school year thirty-six weeks. Scholars have been 
studious and industrious, making it pleasant and easy for teachers 
to maintain good order and discipline throughout the year. The 
attendance has been generally good, excepting the winter term, 
the cold and inclement weather keeping some of the younger 
pupils at home. Scholars that have been regular in their attend- 
ance show marked advancement in studies and deportment. 
Teachers have been working conscientiously to advance pupils 
in their studies and the results are satisfactory. There is one 
matter in which the parents should co-operate with the teachers 
and that is in the restriction of dismissals. The majority of 
scholars seem to think that they should be dismissed at least 
once a week—as has been the custom in the schools—and I 
think some of them take advantage of this to get excused on days 


- when they imagine there is a difficult lesson to learn. Now if 


parents would advise their children to get excused only when 
absolutely necessary, I think the results would be satisfactory 
to all concerned. It is a parent’s bounden duty to give a child 
the full benefit of an education, as far as their circumstances 
will permit, and if the child is attentive to his studies the end 
will justify the means employed. McGuffey’s readers, Metcalf’s 
grammars, and Morton’s geographies have been introduced 
this year, giving general satisfaction to scholars and teachers.
